accounts for the fact that the Gov- 
ernent is making an effort to bal- 
ance its budget for the coming year, 
and in this regard we can assure the 
Premier that he will have the whole 
hearted support of the Liberal Party. 

The Government's” estimates of 
revenue and expenditure for the en- 
suing year show a surplus. on in- 
come acccunt of $9,700.00 and-we all 
hope this will be achieved, but in 
examining the record of the Govern- 
ment for the last three years we find 
they have failed lamentably in living 
up to their expectations. For instance 
in 1930 they predicted a surplus of 
$46,350.00. They ended the year with 
an actual deficit of $2,306,000.00. In 
1931 they budgeted for a surplus of 
$387,000.00 but ended up instead with 
a deficit of $5,153,000.00. In 1932 
they estimated a surplus of $149,- 
200.00. We do not know yet twhat 
the deficit will actually be, but at 
the end of December last with three 
months still to run before the fiscal 
year ends, the actual deficit was $1,- 
395,000.00. This all goes to show that 
the Government have been so far out 
in their calculations that their estim- 
ate for 1933 of a surplus of $9700.00 
cannot be relied upon. I just wish 
however, to emphasize the fact that 
with the conditions facing us the ex- 
penditures for the coming year must 
be held well within the revenue ac- 
tually received.

have reduced expenditures to some 
extent, but in spite of our warnings 
and entreaties they started rerench- 
ment two or three years too late. The 
depression made itself felt in 1929 
but it was not before 1932 that any 
reduction in expenditure was effect- 
ed. Expenditures have been’ gradu- 
ally increased by this government 
from 1921 when they amounted to 
$10,605,000.00 until 1931 when they 
had reached the huge sum of $18,- 
645,000.00. For 1932 the estimated 
expenditure is $16,513,000.00 and for 
1933 it is $15,143,000.00, but what the 
actual result for these two years will 
be it is impossible to say at the pre- 
sent time. 

Although the expenditures show 
an estimated reduction of consider- 
able proportions there are still many 
items that are away too high. Some 
should be eliminated altogether and 
salaries over $2000.00 per year should 
be reduced considerably more than 
what is now proposed, while seme of 
the smaller salaries should not be 
touched. 

In spite of the fact that people 
are finding it impossible in many 
cases to pay the taxes forced upon 
them, we find the Government during 
the last two or three years imposing 
new forms of taxation and increasing 
existing taxation until the burden 
has become unbearable. 

For instance, new taxation recently 
imposed by the government will take

The patient 
is in a deep sleep. The pupils of 
his eyes previously dilated, have 
contracted. A soft snore is a sure 
sign of a good anesthetic. 

Besides keeping the patient un- 
conscious by replacing the ether 
lost in breathing, the expert in 
charge must watch the type of 
tissue through which the surgeon 
is cutting. Some tissues are more 
sensitive than others and an oxtra 
amount of anesthetic is required 
to prevent pain or shock. The an- 
esthetist must be alert to every 
He watches his pa- 
tients’ pulse, respiration, blood 
pressure, eyes and color.

use of his arms and is perfectly 
conscious, sometimes reading a 
newspaper or listening to a radio 
while the operation is in progress. 
One 'physician has perfonmed some 
3500 operations using this type of 
anesthetic with remarkable success. 

Another new anesthetic, averton, 
is given by rectal injection. It acts 
quickly and the effects are all over 
in an hour. It was used with great 
success in the recent operation upon 
Henry Ford. 

In skull surgery local anesithet- 
ics are often employed in place of 
ether. After the bone is reached, 
there is no pain. Not long ago a 
bone splinter, an inch and a half 
wide, had to be removed fromthe 
base of a doctor’s brain. All dur- 
ing the 45-minute operation, he 
retained consciousness, discussing

An Early Potato Tip 

It is quite possible to produce 
good sized new potatoes by early 
July in most parts of Canada, and 
this si the time the crop is really, 
appreciated and worth some money.

scythe?” “About 40%” (nearly 
half). 

We, however, submit that the 
amount required grubbing 40 acres 
taken from the total allowed for 
brushing, or 102 less 40, equals 62 


acres, gives nearer what really was 
the scythe cutting area. Our deduc- 
tion can be appraised by any farmer 
who has cleared up his land. That 
$20.00 an acre for clearing, for 102 
acres of this particular 17 miles of 
road \was a fair and reasonable price 
in 1931 (and many of us have seen 
this road thousands of times) is an 
utter absurdity. Then for grubbing 
here we paid another $1000.00. In 
other words $3040.00 for clearing and 
grubbing 102 acres, of which 40 acres 
were cleared by a scythe. And then 
mark you, the contractor received a 
further $122.00 for “extras,” for this 
piece of clearing and grubbing. To 
say the least this is ‘‘some price.” 

Yet in the face of this a reputable 
farmer from the very district, comes 
before the committee and swears 
this clearing was practically done by 
the Municipality at the time the or- 
iginal road was put in. 

The “Solid Rock” 

Mr. Howson obtained from the en- 
gineer the admission that the gener- 
al character of the land from Carvel 
to Onoway was clay and sand. And 
a further admission that for every 
107 yards of common excavation 
there 'were 82 yards of loose and sol- 
id rock. 

We suggest the public should bear 
in mind the words Carvel and Ono- 
way. Then when travelling over that 
particular piece of highway glance at 
the timber growth, the sides of the 
road, the amount of rock in evidence, 
etc., then refresh our memories with 
the above figures. 

Speaking generally of all contracts 
1931 and’ 1932, we find some further 
bits of “juicy” prices. 

Mr. Howson: “This contractor who 
had no competition (why none?) 
mas paid the highest price of all in 
the first 102" Answer: “Yes.” 
(Fancy that coming from Alberta's 
| Highway Commissioner. C. A. David- 
son, on the witness stand). Then 
again! Mr. Howson: “For loose rock 
you paid 52 cents (per yard) while 
tenders ranged from 10 to 35 cents?” 
Answer: “Yes.” Oh, to be a contrac- 
tor! Especially one in on the Alberta 
Department of Public Works road 
contracts! Oh boy! (and we under- 
stand that some of the contractors 
call him “Tony” both in and out of 
his presence. I should think they 
would). 

And further on we find—Mr. How- 
son: “All the other contracts let in 
1931 after No. 10 (there were 50) 
were without bids (again I say ‘Why, 
why?’) and all except four had “solid 
rock” classifications?” Answer: “That 
is so.”’ May we pause here to ask 
“Tony” since when did Alberta be- 
come such an area of solid rock? 
Surely our Minister of Public Works 
is the proper person to whom to put 
that question. Mr. Howson: “The

Coal production in Alberta for the 
month of February totalled 498,332 
tons, compared ‘with 477,865 tons in 
January, and 553,338 tons in Decem- 
ber.

Farmers are urged 
not to be concerned about hoppers or 
eges appearing at present, but to be 
on the watceh for breeding grounds 
during the latter part of May, when 
the harmful species will appear. The 
usual complete arrangements are be- 
ing made this year by the provincial 
government to assist the farmers in 
combatting outbreaks. Farmers are 
asked to send samples of hoppers or 
eggs at any time to H. L. Seamans, 
Dominion entomologist at Lethbridge 
or to Professor Strickland at the Uni- 
versity at Edmonton. The poisoning 
campaign will be under the direction 
of B. L. Gray, Field Crops Commis-

in 1933 from the taxpayers of Alberta 
$1,294,000.00 more than in 1931 and 
the increases in existing taxation 
will bring in an additional $780,000. 
Thus in spite of the hard times and 
the difficulty citizens find in paying 
taxes here we find the government 
in 1933 extracting from 
of this Province something over $2.- 
090,000.00 more in the way-of new 
and increased taxation than they did 
in 1931 in face of the fact that it is 
much more difficult to pay taxes 
now than two years ago. Municipal- 
ities generally have met the situation 
and have reduced taxation and have 
set an example we expect the Goyv- 
ernment to follow.

No excuse for floating the last de . 


benture loan of $5,000,000.00 in Lon- 
don in June of last year has been 
given to this Assembly.

According to the report of the 
Highways department of Manitoba 
they have three methods of main- 
taining gravelled roads. Horse pa- 
trol cost $170, per mile. Motor patrol, 
the same as we use in Alberta, cost 
$163.00 per mile and truck patrol 
cost $98.00 per mile. I have steted 
on different occasions that it. was 
costing us entirely too much to main- 
tain our highways and this criticism 
is borne out by a comparison’ with 
Manitoba, and we have every reason 
'to believe that the traffic is heavier 
in that Province than in Albera. 


Gravel replacement on our main 
highways has no recoverable’ value, 
as every few years it has to be re- 
placed. Manitoba is now changing 
to bituminous maintenance on all 
highways after they reach a. ‘traffic 
of 350 vehicles per day, with most 
satisfactory results, They apply an 
asphaltic oil to the gravel which 
eliminates the dust nuisance and 
makes a smoother riding  surfacé.

Toronto, Ont., April 10.—Despite 
the error and desolation that the 
earthquake brings, people could be 
sure that if they ceased to shake the 
earth all continents would be cover- 
ed with iwater in a short space of 
time that is, a short time as it is 
measured in the history of the earth, 
perhaps 10,000,000 = or 15,000.000 
years. This was what Professor W. 
A. Parks, head of the geology depart- 
ment of the University told The Star 
in an interview here. 

“If earthquakes cease, the earth 

would be doomed,” Professor Parks 
said, “because the land would be 
worn smooth by the erosive action 
of the seas. But it is not likely 
that this will ever happen. 
“You "he explained, “accord- 
ing to the theory of isostasy, all the 
earth’s crust is floating on a sub- 
stratum of molten rock, the earth 
is lighter than the sea-bottom, and 
just es cork floats higher than wood 
<o do the continents float higher than 
the bottom of the oceans. Whenever 
there is a strain the land is raised 
or lowered, as the case rfiy be.

Explaining the ‘alifornia earth- 
quake, Professor Parks sald: “The 
entire sea-coast of the Pacific ocean 
is weak; that is, it is not as well 
able to resist internal pressure as 
other parts of the world. 

“It is unlikely we will ever have 
any here,” he said, “as this part of 
the world has a strong surface cov- 
ering.”

The difference between the motor 
truck hacling freight and the rail- 
roads is that in this country of vast 
distances and variable climate we 
@annot get along without the rail- 
ways. But we can get along without 
the motor trucks. 

‘ The point is which of the two are 
the public of Western Canada going 
to support? 

The railways may have their faults,
